throughout the city, cars overturned, 
awitchcB broken, tracks obstructed in 
numerous ways, care and switch-towers 
burned, and an nttempt was made to firo 
the great Armour packing plant. In- 
cendiary blazes were BO frequent that 
the firo department could scarcely at- 
tend to them all. Tho fire-alarm wires 
were cut, and tho police turning in 
alarms were eloncd. Tho trick of cap- 
turing o train, running the engine up 
tho track and then sending it back at 
full speed against the train was a neat 
one, likely to bo imitated. 


Tbc stoning of Incoming trains was a 


common paHtime, and one engineer on 
the Rock Island was fatally injured in 
this way. During u riot on a Block 
train nt Kensington a deputy marshal 
killed two strikers and deputies guard- 
in" a, llaltimoro und Ohio passenger 
train met the shower of slones with a 
volley Irom revolvers, killing four men 
uitil wounding a number of others. A 
grave feature was added to tho situation 
today when the minting 'of representa- 
tives of all bodies of organized labor in 
the city favored general sympathy with 
the strikers and appointed a coimuitlcis 
ot three with lull power to act. 


A iiuiRting of organized labor lias been 


4-alled for Sunday to ratify their action, 
Lato tills afternoon tho Second regiment 
of the National Guard was ordered to 
Uio stock yarda. Tho most significant 
development of the general strike situ- 
ation was carrying tho strike cast to 
Cleveland with tlio promise that to- 
morrow it will reach the Atlantic coast, 
thus tying up tlio railroads from Sau 
Francisco to Now York.

iinuU-9 by the late arrival of a juror. 


Jud^e Webb sharply re p rim it ml ed tho 
delinquent. The case for tho prosecu- 
tion was then continued. 


William Yates was the liret witness, 


and testified that he saw Sanders near 
the Woolton ranch on February 1st. lie 
was in a buck board at tho time. 


Judge Webb peremptorily stopped a 


question as to where Judge Abbott was 
on this occasion, and when Snow asked 
a second question the Judge said stern- 
ly: "1 will discipline you, Mr. Snow, 
if you persist in that line." 


Mr. Snow to the witness—"That's 


Replying to Mr. Short, the wituess 


said there was uo one with Professor 
Sanders. 
W. H. McKenxie was recalled, and Mr. 


Short showed him a check dated Septem- 
ber 26, 1S90. The witneas was asked 
this question: "You elate that one of 
the objections you made to the genu- 
ineness of the $1400 draft was that 
Lhere were a couple of small 'o's' above 
Lho mark, and you thought that was 
evidence that there was a forgery—was 
that so?"

The check produced appears to have 
been written by some other person. 
Tlie whole thing was written by a steady 
hand. Wootton wrote nervously ami 
rapidly. 1 don't believe the signature 
is Wootton's, but it often happens Unit 
a man signs a check wbich has been 
filled up by some one else. The figure 
"9" is very peculiarly made in this 
case.'' 
The check, which is dated September 


15, 1890, was offered in evidence by Mr. 
Short, who then continued the cross- 
examination, and produced a number of 
checks and drafts bearing the signa- 
ture of William Wootlou, dating back 
'00 and '91. Mr. Short sought to show 
that there were u-orc differences be- 
tween the handwriting in the various 
checks assumed to be in the genuine 
handwriting of Wootton than existed in 
the alleged forged draft. Me1'" ~

aisted that in most of tlv 
u 
checks the body of the check or draft 
was in "poor" writing, the same as the 
mgnaturi'S. He admitted that in tho 
ordinary way his ncrutiny is confined to 
signatures. " His business is confined 
mainly to comparing sipnatnrea. 


The witness alno admitted that lie 


was inclined, on a rough inspection of 
one of the signatures, to pronounce it 
Lbe genuine writing of Wootton, but 
when ho examined it closely ho changed 
liis mind. 


John Heichman, cashier ot tho Fann- 


ers' Bunk of Fresno, was the nest ivit- 
IICBS, and testified that lie hud been HO 
employed seven yeare, and is accus- 
tomed lo examine signatures to ascer- 
tain their ^eiiuinciicse. Me had been 
Frequently called (o testify in cases of 
lliiH kimi: 


The witness said he is familiar with 


the handwriting and signature o( Wil- 
liam Wootton. He was shown the $1400 
draft <in the Kutner-Goldstein Oom- 
pany, fur comparison with a number of 
other checks and drafts bv Wootlon. 
The cashier held Iho bumllc'm his hand, 
turned the chocks over again and apiin 
cuiilly and
